The buildings and contents were 
valued at $30,000 and were insured for 
$14,000. 
L ater—T he tire is said to have been 
caused by a woman in the idiot ward, 
who, after smoking a pipe, placed it in 
her pocket before it was entirely ex­ 
tinguished. 
She was almost immediate­ 
ly enveloped in flames, 
anti when the 
keepers reached lier room they found 
her burned to a crisp.

sympathizers. 
Tom Hills, a foreman, is 
said 
to be the one who carried an I 
brought in letters for Burke, Couglili , 
and O’Sullivan, these 
letters 
being 
mailed by Hills and replies coming to 
his address in this c ty. 
The man William Day implica cd with 
the Cronin convicts is a life convict 
from Christian county, sent up in 1S78, 
and during the twelve years lie has be ii 
in prison has acted most of his time as 
assistant to the librarian. 
It was his 
duty to gather up and exchange tho 
books from the different cells, and in 
this way he had access to every ceil in 
the prison. 
Day could pass letters and 
notes from one convict to another with­ 
out anybody being the wiser. 
Mr. Barrett, a foreman, had been in 
the habit of keeping his buggy in ashed 
near 
the 
cooper-shop whore Martin 
Burke was employed, and the story is 
that he brought In whisky and other 
stuff concealed beneath the seat, which 
was sent by outside friends to the Cro­ 
nin convicts. 
Mr. Barrett is one of the 
oldest contract employes at the prison 
and has never before been subject to 
suspicion. 
He stoutly maintains his in­ 
nocence and claims that the stuff found 
In his buggy was placed there by con­ 
victs to be revenged upon him. 
Ever since the arrival of tho 
Cronin 
murderers at the prison they have been 
a source of worry and anxiety to the 
officials, not because they were ugly 
convicts or unwilling to work but there 
has hardly a day passed that friends of 
these men from Chicago have not put 
in 
an appearance and asked to see 
them. 
These requests have seldom 
been 
granted, except to those who could 
prove their relationship to the convicts, 
and then only on regular visiting days. 
About the time the prisoners wore being 
placed in punishment a party of Burke s 
friends wero watting in the reception- 
room to see him, but were informed that 
Burke was not receiving visitors at pres­ 
ent.

Tbomsoo belongs to that olast of new.-', 
t;Vree"le.tber Well, how mooli 
paper men who believe that the best 
way to hold a party t >getber is to feed it 
well with offices. Ha does not think that 
the strength of a party amounts to mach 
unless it rests on the Jacksonian prin­ 
ciple of giving ail the spoils to the vic­ 
tors. His position is stated, in a general 
way,in these lines: "A large class of in­ 
telligent persona think that one term for 
the president cf the United States is 
enough,and if it is enough for the pres­ 
ident it ought to do for the clerk of the 
oourt or a county treasurer. 
A short 
term in office helps to keep people hon­ 
est. A large number of gentlemen now 
in Canada, who are spending other Peo­ 
ple’s money, were confidential olorks and 
cashiers fora long term of years, with­ 
out having their methods scrutinized by 
those who ought to have done it.’' 
This principle cannet be ^defended in 
all cases. There are tome political posi­ 
tions in which a charge woald be justi­ 
fiable after one teim. There are others 
which a charge would be unwite pro­ 
viding the incumbents were wcrthy men 
and io all respects fit for the offices. An 
lllustraticn of this is found in the postal 
lei vices cf the country. During the ad­ 
ministration of Mr. Cleveland there was 
a dean sweep in some of the postal de­ 
partments, and the result, aa all intelli­ 
gent persons know, was detrimental to i 
the 
pee tai 
service; 
and 
the' 
report of the democratic postmaster gen­ 
eral for 1888 showed that there were 
more errors made in that department 
than ever before known. The oause of 
this was that the roles cf civil service 
were ignored and incompetent men given 
difficult and responsible positions.! 
Od another point Mr.Thomson says: 
When Gov. Hoard appointed a demo­ 
crat to fill out toe unexpired term cf the 
I Ste Judge bte wart, of the Dane county 
circuit, he did an indetensible act unless 
he can show—what he cannot—that there 
was no qualified man among the repub­ 
licans of that circuit for judge. The re­ 
pute loan lawyers of that circuit bad 
good reason to he dissatisfied with the 
governor’s appointment, not because the 
appointee is not a worthy and good mao, 
but because the honor rightfully be­ 
longed, under the usages of political 
warfare, to a republican, and the gover­ 
nor made a mistake. He ought ta have 
put the office where it will do toe most 
goo d and at the same time seoure an able 
and efficient officer. 
One of the best things Governor Hoard 
has done (ieee be bes been in office, was 
to appoint tilt becker to the judgeship 
The other man, although a republican, is 
not the proper person for the place. He 
is too old. 
He does not possess the 
ability a circuit judge should have. 
Judge Siebeoker will grow into the 
Judgeship; the other man would grow out 
of it. The judiciary needs vigorous 
blood, a strong man, fine abilities, ex­ 
cellent scholarship, and if Judge tiie- 
beeker best fulfilled the demands of the 
office, his appointment was wise no mat­ 
ter whether he was democrat or republi­ 
can. The people will make a serious 
blunder when they insist od dragging 
the judiciary into politics. Wisconsin 
has started on the right road io this mat­ 
ter, and Ut it keep on neither turnix g to 
the right nor the left. 
One principle in connection with the 
civil eervioe which has been stated in the 
Gazette quite frequently, is that he party 
in power should have its friends on 
guard. 8ofar as this principle touches all 
the more important political offices',of the 
government, the Gazette harmonizes 
with Mr. Thomson. Neither Mr. Cleve­ 
land nor President Harrison would want 
political enemies holding high places cf 
great trusts. To make an administration 
strong and to insure the success of its 
principles, it must place the discharging 
of important trusts in the hands of those 
in sympathy with it self, and not give 
them over to its enemies. 
This is commonsense and simple jus­ 
tice, and bo far as this application of the 
principles of civil service is concerned, 
there is no difference between the par­ 
ties. But to oarry removals into all 
branches of the service for political 
reasons regardless of the fitness and 
standing of the incumbents, or to prefer 
secret charges against officeholders for 
the purpose of making room for party 
f fiends, is opposed to the intelligent sen­ 
timent of the country. A party whioh 
builds its hopes on nothing more than 
federal patronage, may be well likened 
unto the man who built bis house upon 
the sand.

W a s h in g to n , May 9 .—In the House 
to-day Mr. McKinley moved th at the 
House go Into committee of the whole 
for the consideration Of the tariff bill. 
Mr. Dockery of Missouri took the 
floor. 
He said the burdens of taxation 
were readily borne by the people when 
imposed for legitimate purposes. 
The 
surplus might be reduced by increased 
taxes or by large appropriations, but the 
burden upon the people would remain. 
In the tariff debate of 1888 the Repub­ 
licans ridiculed the Idea of agricultural 
oppreasion, of which 
Mr. McKinley 
spoke yesterday. 
The chairman of the 
committee on agriculture at th at time 
denied the mere idea of th at condition 
of the farmer. 
How they turn and 
speak of it as a fact that the country is 
not called upon to deal with the tempor­ 
ary condition nowr. Since the 1873 panic 
the tendency of the West has been to 
decline, while now one may see in many 
places the sign: 
“ Eastern Money to 
Loan on Improved Farm s.” 
In order 
to apply the remedy the diagnosis must 
be correct. 
The Republican object is 
to place import duties at such high 
rates that foreign competition will bo 
entirely shut out. 
Ile proceeded to argue th at it was not 
in the power of any tariff to raise the 
price of any agricultural product unless 
it could lie seen th at it was brought into 
competition with a foreign article, 
la- 
stead of having to meet competition on 
our own soil the American farmers ex­ 
ported their own produce to supply the 
agricultural 
deficiency of European 
countries. 
Mr. Morse inquired 
w hether 
the 
farm ers did not have to compete with 
the farmers of Canada. 
Mr. Dockery replied that the question 
revealed another injustice of the tariff 
system. 
The western farmer had no 
competition, but the effect of the tariff 
on agricultural products was detrim ent­ 
al to the farm er of the East. Eggs, with 
a duty of 5 cents a dozen, were brought 
from Canada to New York. 
Why? Be 
cause it was cheaper to pay the duty on 
eggs than to pay the railroad rates from 
the W est to the East. 
Discussing the subject of trusts as 
connected with the tariff ho denounced 
the dressed-beef monopoly of Chicago 
as having plundered the farmers of the 
west by its 
unscrupulous exactions 
If the farmer was to be relieved, if the 
mortgage was to be taken off his farm, 
the government must speedily reverse 
its policy in regard to foreign trade. 
If 
the government would unshackle our 
genius, unhamper our enterprise, un­

a policy which had created a home mar­ 
ket capacious enough to consume, ex­ 
clusive of cotton aud tobacco, 95 per 
cent of the products of the farm.

E x p erim en ts w ith \Vhe:»t, 
Mr. J. Dale, of Grand, 
Manitoba, 
writes as follows to tho 
• ‘Northwest 
Farm er:'’ ••During the early spring I 
thought I would for my own benefit 
try some exeriments in wheat raising 
under different treatment?. 
I had 
heard that soaking the grain would 
hasten its maturing, 
and had also 
heard favorable reports of drilling ver­ 
sus broadcast sowing. I also had a firm 
conviction that we did not get our seed 
bed compact enough in the porous soil 
of M anitoba/ consequently I had these 
three questions to settle by a mere 
theory for practical results. 
On May 
IO when I had completed my seeding, 
I put one peck of wheat in water over 
night. 
Next day I spread it out to 
dry, so that I could use it with the 
seeder: first I put this in broadcast at 
the rate of two bushels per 
acre, 
Alongside I put in another cast of dry 
wheat; then I changed the seeder to 
drilling. 
First I drilled in one cast 
of red Fyfe, then the same of white 
Fyfe as I wished to test the relative 
merits of red versus white Fyfe at the 
rate of 11-2 bushels per acre. 
The 
ground was a gravel subsoil in some 
parts and clay in others. 
This land 
had produced four crops of wheat; last 
year I planted it to potatoes, and after 
digging them I harrowed the ground 
three or four times, This loft it in com­ 
pact form, just the condition which 
suited my purpose. 
I harrowed the 
broadcast sowing 
twice 
and, 
then 
rolled all of the ground. 
Now for the 
results. 
The grain which I put in 
water over night came up much more 
evenly than the dry wheat, and kept 
ahead till cutting time, when it was 
ripe five or six days before tho other. 
That which I drilled in at tho rate of 
I 1-2 bushels per acre wss at least a 
week ahead of the broadcast (dry 
wheat), about the same as far as ripen­ 
ing, as the wheat that was in water 
over night. 
The whole of this wheat 
during all the dry weather was the 
least affected of all my crop, and when 
I came to cut it. double as heavy as 
on my best land. 
The drilled wheat 
did considerably 
better 
than the 
broadcast in yield, and while I had a 
fair growth of weeds on the broadcast, 
the drilled was almost free from the 
pests. 
The white Fyfe was much 
freer from rust than the red,

T h e G rin d sto n e, 
For the grindstone, 
it is 
time to 
abandon the water-trough. W here th e 
stone stands in the water it becomes 
soft whjle the dry side retains its 
natural hardness. 
After a little, this 
results in its getting “out of round.” 
and then it is almost impossible to do 
any satisfactory work. 
Tho trough 
Itself is a receptacle for dirt and the 
mud from the stone. 
The water when 
grinding is nasty and a decided nuis­ 
ance. 
Discard tho trough. 
Put a 
bracket or shelf up over the stone, and 
upon it mount a can with a hole in one 
‘ side at the bottom. 
A pine stick will 
regulate the flow of water, 
and then 
the grinding can be done with that 
luxury, just water enough and no 
more. 
The water is clean and comes 
just in the right spot. When the work 
is finished, the can is emptied and tho 
s to n e is safe. 
T u r n in g th e c a n u p s id e 
down saves it from becoming a dirt- 
trap, and it is ready for business in a 
moment. 
Almost all grindstones in the country 
are a little out of true. 
Get a piece 
of inch gas or steam-pipe. 
Fix a good 
rest across the face of the stone, paral­ 
lel with the axle, and use the end of 
the gas-pipe as a tool. 
Traverse tho 
tool from side to side with a rolling 
motion. 
If this is done as soon as the 
stone shows signs of “ wabbling” the 
task of keeping 
it true is pot 
a 
difficult one. 
The 'only precaution 
needed is to have a strong man at the 
grindstone-crank. If one is fortunately 
provided with power, the task is of 
course easy. 
It ought to turn with as 
little tremble of the edge as a well­ 
balanced top when 
“ .deeping.'’

can be purchased for a mere trifle, arui 
each box will make two nests. 
But 
them on a shelf under the roost-, lay 
them down on the open side, 
with a 
lath, or anything to keep the straw in; 
then, when they need cie ming, take 
them outside, build a fire and hold the 
box over the fire for a short time, 
which will destroy nits, lice, 
or any 
thing else that should not bo there. 
When they get too filthy, burn the 
box, Hee and all. 
Here is a testimony gathered from 
the winter’s experience: 
“ Last winter 
I took considerable pains to have con­ 
stantly on hand lime to guard against 
lice among my fowls. 
This year I 
substituted coal ashes, sifted through 
a flour sieve daliy upon the perches 
and floor, with equally good result-. 
These ashes make excellent dust daths 
where fowls have not access to dry 
earth, while the cinders and slate 
make admirable substitues for broken 
glass or queensvvare.

good m arket in England for our sur­ 
plus cheese, but we have nearly ruined 
it by trying to make the English buy 
and eat cheese that boasts of having 
no butter fat in it. 
We haven't suc­ 
ceeded in doing it. and never will; and 
if cheese is not an article of every-day 
consumption by Americans it is be­ 
cause they soon get tired of eating and 
trying to digest caseine. 
The addition 
of cottonseed oil to the curd, in the 
process of making cheese, makes a 
much more palatable article than the 
pure “ white oak” brand, but if tho.-a 
w ho adulterate with this oil would 
study out some way of making the oil 
stay in the cheese it would be a great 
improvement, as it has a strong ten­ 
dency to run out of the cheese in warm 
weather. 
To stop a cow from kicking and 
switching take a small rope, say 0110- 
fourth or three-eighths of inch in 
diameter; at one end tie a small iron 
ring; put it around her body forward 
of tile udder and behind the hipbones; 
girt lier up very tight and fasten with 
a loop through the ring, with tile ria / 
near the hip bone. 
Tie a cord around 
the bush of her tail and tie it to tho 
ring. 
Now sit uown and hold your 
milk pail high. 
Sing “Old Hundred” 
and keep your temper at all hazards.

As a rule tho warmer the cream 
the sooner the butter conies and til 
poorer the quality of the butter; and i 
tho cream is too cold the butter will 
take an extra long time to corno and 
will again be poor in quality. 
Now 
the happy medium cannot bo given 
definitely, but must be determined In­ 
experience. 
For 
thick sour cream 
churned in a warm room, or iii sim ­ 
mer, about GO ° to G2 ° Fair, and from 
there to GG ° in winter, or possibly a 
little higher, according to the degree 
to which the cream is ripened or 
soured, bearing in mind the tem pera­ 
ture of the room in which tho churn­ 
ing is done, is about right. 
Just why a high tem perature in

Of course, the 
temperature must be ascertained by 
means of a thermometer.

r>r.v for itself about as quickly as anv 
implement that can be bought.

for which time he paid him sixty-two 
and a half cents, to say nothing of the 
injured quality of the butter, and all 
this because his cream was not t’;e 
right temperature.

When a ewe disowns her lamb it is 
a good plan, says the American Sheep 
Breeder, to imprison her in a stall so 
narrow that she can not turn around 
in it, and can only squat down to 
sleep. 
With the bars running horiz­ 
ontal, and about six inches apart, the 
lamb can thrust its head between 
them and suck in spite of all her op­ 
position. 
She can be kept there until 
she yields, but she must receive plenty 
of succulent feed meanwhile, such as 
green rye or roots, with an ounce per 
day of linseed meal, or there will bo 
danger of her milk drying up during 
this rigorous confinement.

Before adjonrLiog yesterday tfternooo, 
tbs Madison Presbytery adopted the 
folio wing "address to the ministers and 
churches in its care:” 
The Presbytery of Madison has learn­ 
ed with prof cand astonisment and grief 
of the recent decision t f the supreme 
coart of Wisemfeio, forbidding the use 
of the christian scri ptnres iu the com­ 
mon schools of this state. It is not easy 
at once to realize the extent of the revo­ 
lution this inaugurated ia oar education­ 
al system, nor to measure the far reach­ 
ing consequences of the decision of the 
soar!. These are certain to be of snob 
a nature as 11 give to the christian pat­ 
riot cause for the gravest concern. 
The grounds of the decision are brief­ 
ly these: The constitution forbids "sec­ 
tarian interaction” in the district or com­ 
mon schools, and the reading of the 
Bible is declared to be "sectarian in­ 
struction.1’ The constitution prohibits 
"any control or interference with the 
fights of conscience,” abd the reading of 
the Bible in the schools js held to in­ 
fringe this provision when snob reading 
is objected ;to. The cod Btl ution pro 
vides that no man shall "be compelled to 
attend, erect or support any place of 
worship;” bat reeding the Bible is held 
to be sn sot of worship, the place where 
it is to be read to be a piece of worship, 
and ss the eohool, booses are erected 
and the schools are supported by gener­ 
al taxation, the celebration of worship 
in them is necessarily prohibited. 
The constitnTon provides that no 
money shell "be drawn from the public 
treasnry tor the benefit of religions so­ 
cieties, or religious or theological sem- 


welfare, we deplore evjry soli on of o a r1 
authorities which tends to lessen its in­ 
fluence. 
An especially lamentable feature of 
this decision relates to its inevitable 
bearing on other departments of oar civil 
life. To this we have already referred; 
the more it is thought of, the more dis­ 
astrous it will appear. 
Against one point in this deplorable 
deliverance we are railed upon to enter 
an indignant protest. Bays one of the ir 
honor?, delivering one branoh of the 
coarse opinion: " There is nojsach soared 
end cause of strife, quarrels, fights,malig­ 
nant opposition, persecution, and war, 
aid ell evil io the state, as religion. Let 
it once enter into oar civil affairs, our 
government would soon be destroyed. 
Let it once enter into our common 
schools, they would be destroyed.” What 
a strange perversion of language I What 
aa astonishing confusion of thought! 
That the f fleets of trreligion should 
thus be attributed to religion, the relig­ 
ion of the Bon cf Peace at that, and in

Somewhat deceiving is a paper weight 
simulating three pens lying on a block 
of polished walnut. 
A pretty and odd p&perhclder for the 
desk Is two pairs of open shears held a 
short distance apart by a rod of steel. 
Imposing and attractive Is an umbrella 
receptacle representing an old brass can­ 
non held upright by three massive shot. 
Golden flowers and variegated moths 
standing in relief from the body of a 
hammered light bronze lamp produce a 
beautiful effect. 
One of the most recent importations 
in onyx clocks represents the Marble 
Arch, which stands at the entrance to 
Hyde Park, in London, England. 
Concealed under the shade of a minia­ 
ture bronze student lamp is a table bell, 
while the small part of the globe which 
appears above the shade can be used as 
a receptacle for a candle. 
Several small hand-painted plaques in­ 
serted around the bowl of a dark, heavy 
bronze lamp is the, most recent novelty 
of this class of bric-a-brac. 
Encircling 
each plaque are draperies admirably rep­ 
resented in bronze. 
An odd conception for a table bell is 
me which 
represents a 
silver-wire 
nouse-trap, the interior of which con­ 
tains the bell. 
A gilt cat, which sur­ 
mounts the ornament, acts as a lever by 
which the bell is struck. 
A muscular figure of splendidly de­ 
veloped proportions, represented as en­ 
deavoring to break a bundle of sticks 
across his knee, is a bronze statuette 
perfect in everv detail. 
The figure il­ 
lustrates /me of .Esop’s fables. 
An imposing ground of Carrara marble 
that is at present attracting much atten­ 
tion in art circles represents two cupids 
In picturesque juxtaposition In a bird’s 
nest of twigs and leaves. 
The faces are 
of extreme beauty and clearness. 
An exceptionally artistic 
piece 
of 
workmanship in bronze is a toothpick 
holder, which even to the experienced 
appears to be an earthenware crucible. 
The exterior of the ornament is browned 
and blackened to represent its contact 
with the furnace. 
Inserted between the first and second 
balconies of a two-foot high bronze 
Eiffel tower, a cathedral clock with 
ancient face makes a pretty corner or­ 
nament for a darkly furnished room. 
Tile top of t i l e tower contains a small 
six-candle power electric lamp, tho bat­ 
tery for supplying which is concealed in 
the base of the tower.

this has been the penalty all humorists 
have paid in public life. 
Tom Corwin, 
of Ohio, Senator and Minister to Mexi­ 
co, was the funniest stump speaker this 
country ever produced, but he regretted 
in his late years that he had ever been 
a funny man. 
He advised young men 
with political ambitions to suppress 
humorous tendencies in speech-making, 
and Garfield has said to have profited 
by the advice, for in early life he had 
displayed that tendency. 
‘ ‘The world 
builds no monuments for funny men, 
Corwin used to say mournfully. 
“If 
you would succeed be solemn—solemn as 
an ass.” 
Senator Morton of Indiana, 
the war Governor, as he was called 
during the fratricidal struggle, scarcely 
cracked a joke during his later years, 
though he had quite a reputation for 
wit as a young man. 
One of the earli­ 
est speeches he made after becoming 
a politican was In Terre Haute. Ind., 
and it was irrislstibly funny from end 
to end, and the people laughed 4 ‘con 
sumedly.” But Morton saw that that 
wouldn’t, do. 
He argued that a poll 
tician who goes into wit as a general 
thing must expect to sacrifice every­ 
thing else for it. 
He will gain little 
reputation as a sound man. 
He will 
never get very high in honors. 
Peo­ 
ple will say that he is 
a good 
“stumper,” 
but his judgment will 
be althing of suspicion. 
People will 
dislike to trust him. 
They will not 
deem the author of witty sayings capa­ 
ble 
of 
originating 
large, 
solid 
measures. 
So Morton dropped funny 
speech-making, but he won his next 
audience by the matchless power of his 
oratory. 
And yet had there been no 
“Sunset” 
Cox in our public life, 
the American forum would have been 
the loser.
